Mr. W. W. W. Bowie, from the Executive com- 
mittee to whom was referred the resolution of Mr. 
Goldsborough, for a change in the time of holding 
the Annual Exhibition, submitted the following 
resolution, which was read : 

Resolved, That the 5th Article of the constitution 
be amended by striking out the words ‘‘Ist Wed- 
nesday in November,” and inserting ‘the 3d Tues- 
day in October.’’

Mr. Coad, of St. Mary’s, moved that in the prize 
list hereafter, the following premiums be offered for 
Tobacco, viz: for the best sample, $10; for the 2d 
best, $8 ; and for the 3d best $6.

Mr. T. Tilghman, asked if the President of the 

The 
Chair replied in the affirmative, and that his answer 
had been received acce ting the invitation, if in his 
power. Mr. Tilghman then proposed that a commit- 
tee of one from each county, with the President of 
the Society at its head, be appointed to wait on the 
President on his arrival, and make suitable ar- 
rangements for his accommodation whilst in the 
city, and to attend him as an escort during his visit 
to the Show grounds—which was concurred in, and 
the following committee appointed by the Chair:

The committee who were appointed last evening 
to receive the President of the United States and 
make arrangements for his accommodation during 
the Cattle Show, communicated with the President 
at an early hour this morning, and ascertained that 
it would be agreeable to him to visit the Exhibition 
at 12 o’clock. 

They also communicated with Ex-President Ty- 
ler, who was at the Exchange Hotel, and invited 
him to accompany them to the grounds. The Ex- 
President declined the invitation of the committee, 
and expressed his regret that the necessity of leav- 
ing town for Virginia at 4 0’clock, P. M. would de- 
prive him of the pleasure of visiting the Show. At 
half past 11 o’clock, the committee waited on the 
President of the United States at his lodgings at the 
City Hotel, where the wishes of the society were 
communicated to him by the chairman as follows: 
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Mr. Preswent :—We have been deputed by the 
Maryland State Agricultural Society to express to 
you the gratification which the announcement of 
your arrival has afforded them. ; 
As citizens of the United States, we feel a just 
pride in paying every mark of respect to one who 
occupies the exalted position of President of the 
whole Union. :

As the committee could not, at the pre- 
got time, do this to its own or to the satisfaction of 
the owners of the’ ploughs, it was thought best not 
tomake the attempt. In the opinion of your com- 
nittee some of the ploughs entered for competition, 
are better calculated for light, than sward land— 
aod others again, are no doubt better adapted to 
tunastiff sward ; in the draft, also, there is a ma- 
terial difference in many of the ploughs in general 
ue. We would, therefore, respectfully suggest to 
the society, that at the next exhibition, a judicious 
committee should be selected, whose duty it should 
be to test the draft of all ploughs submitted ; and 
that the society should procure such an instrument, 
as may be fully relied on for the purpose—this com- 
mittee to act entirely independent of all others. 

In the judgment of the committee, there were 
other ploughmen in competition, to whom premiums 
are not awarded, who were quite equal to the oth- 
ers, to whom they are awarded ; but it was thought 
best to make the decision as before stated.

REPORT ON CATTLE BETWEEN 2 AND 3 YEARS. 
Mr. Ware from the committee, presented the fol- 
lowing report, which was adopted : 

The Committee on Cattle between two and three 
years old, report:—That they have examined with 
much care the animals exhibited for their inspection 
and judgment, in order toa distribution of premi- 
ums among them according to their relative merits, 
keeping in view the rules laid down by the Society 
for the government of the action of the committee. 
Having first gone the rounds of the yards and no- 
ted all the stock on exhibition between the age of 
two and three years, they selected for another more 
careful and critical examination, such as they 
deemed worthy of premiums from their intrinsic 
merits or good points, and next proceeded, by a com- 
parison of these Jatter, where there were two or 
more to be compared, to distribute premiums accor- 
ding to the relative merits, or the greatest combina- 
tion of good points possessed by any one animal. 

The committee had no difficulty in at once award- 
ing to Mr. John Ridgely, the first premium for his 
Ayrshire heifer. Her symmetry, her size, her prom- 
ise as indicated by all her points of making a good 
cow, made the committee unanimous in awarding 
this animal the first premium in this class. The 
second premium they award to Mr. B. C. Howard, 
for his fine Ayrshire heifer. They also award to 
Mr. Howard, the first premium for his Grade heifer. 
The committee award Jo Mr. D. M. Perine, the first 
premium for his Ayrshire bull Scotland, a promising 
young animal. 

To Col. H. Capron, they award the first premium 
for his Devon bull Bloomfield, an animal whose good 
points and quality clearly entitle him to this distine- 
tion, although there was no animal of this descrip- 
tion of stock offered in competition with him. 

For similar reasons, and under the same state of 
facts, they award the first premium to John Merry- 
man, for his Durham bull Darley. 

So far the committee were enabled to arrive at 
their decisions with promptness and unanimity. 
They now commenced an examination of the Dur- 
ham heifers, of which there were several; and as 
between one exhibited by Mr. Perine, two by Mr. 
Calvert, and two by Co]. Capron, there was some 
difficulty in arriving at asatisfactory decision even 
after repeated examinations and comparisons. Com- 
parisons were not satisfactory as fixing their de- 
cision, since the animals differed somewhat in age, 
and still more in condition. Col. Capron’s heifers 
were several months younger than their compet- 
itors, and consequently their forms and points not so 
fully matured or-developed. Mr. Calvert’s heifers 
were both in milk; and Mr. Perine’s with the age 
and growth of the latter, with the advantage, so far as 
looks were concerned, of being in higher order, and 
had not had her first calf. The committee endeavor- 
ed to adhere strictly to the rules of the Society and 
attach no importance whatever to the high condi- 
tion of Mr. Perine’s animal. 

Under these circumstances, to aid them in a de- 
cision, as these animals are presumed to be grown in 
great part for their merits at the pail, as well as for 
their symmetrical fine forms and the value of their 
stock in its early maturity for the shambles, the 
committee, after giving to the latter consideration its 
just weight, invoked what their observation and ex- 

perience had taught them is one of the best rules by 
which to judge of the qualities of the female of the 
ox, especially as connected with her value for the

dairy, which is, to express it in few words, that she 
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should be wedge shaped; that is, small clean head, 
thin neck, rather narrow or thin at the shoulders, 
swelling from behind them, barrel deep, hooped and 
well ribbed home; thus placing the greatest powers 
of vitality in connection with the secretive powers 
for milk, and which when the animal is at maturity 
will be indicated by the milk veins and udder, 

Col. Capron’s two beautiful animals might have 
developed these points, as well as other good points 
more, if at the maturity of the other animals, but 
this was conjectural, and though the promise and 
indications were all good, they were not so decided 
and conclusive as to warrant the committee in taking 
this for granted. All those points in Mr. Calvert’s 
heifers were very satisfactory—indeed very gratify- 
ing; nor was it until after the repeated views and re- 
views, that the committee decided to withhold from 
his Metamora the first premium. The decision of 
the committee however is in favor of Mr. Perine’s 
Leopardess for the first premium, Mr. Calvert’s 
Metamora for the second, and Col. Capron’s Nanny 
for the the third. 

The committee may incidentally remark that they 
were not approached first or last, by the owners of 
any of the stock they examined, or by their friends 
with eulogies on their supposed merits, these gentle- 
men seeming to think they had performed their part 
in placing their stock on the exhibition ground, and 
leaving the rest to the commitlee—an example al- 
ways worthy of being followed, and if a different 
practice prevails anywhere it must be conceded it is 
one “more honor’d in the breach, than the obser- 
vance.”’

REPORT ON AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTIONS, 


Mr. Sellman, from the committee offered 
lowing report, which was read: iad

They regret to state, there was no competition;~ 
and that only two individuals appeared before then 
claiming premiums, viz—Mr. W. R. Barker of 
Prince George’s County, and Mr. John H. Sop. 
merville, of Anne Arundel. The first named of 
these gentlemen presented a statement in due form 
with the necessary certificate of the production of 
five acres of corn, which by accurate measurement, 
amounted to seventy two barrels, and one bushel f 
ears. This statement and certificate of this fine 
yield, was accompanied by a splendid sample of 
two large ears, one of which weighed two pounds, 
The committee therefore with pleasure award hin 
the premium of ten dollars. The sample of this 
corn, was perfectly dry, and fit for use. The mod 
of cultivation as follows: The land was fallowed 
on the 20th of March, from clover ley, in April it 
received one harrowing, and planted 25th of the 
same month. The distance was 3} feet, and check 
ed each way. It received four workings with the 
cultivator and was laid by. 

The other gentleman, Mr. Somerville, present: 
ed his claims for the premiums offered for the best 
quarter acre of carrots, and best quarter acre of 
Mangel Wurtzel. His statement of the yield 
these two agricultural productions, so important ia 
rearing and fattening animals, is properly attested. 
The samples which he produced are very beautifil 
evidences of the field culture of vegetables. The 
yield of the carrots on land 53 yards long, and 2 
wide, was eight hundred and fifty eight bushel— 
of the Mangel Wurtzel, on a square of ground 31 
— long by 20 wide—three hundred and thiry 

ushels. 

The system of cultivation as follows:—The lanl 
on which the carrots and beets were raised, was fil- 
lowed, and cross ploughed and harrowed each way 
on the 14th May *49.—Then the drills were laid of 
about a foot apart with a garden plough, and cover. 
ed with a small hand rake. In consequence of the 
drills being so close, neither the plough nor cult 
vator could be used, but they had to be worked a 
together with the hoe. They were hoed three times; 
never thinned, or they would have been much lat 
ger. They were much affected by the drought.

Baltimore County, Oct. 10, 1849. 
Gentlemen :—After three years constant attention 
to the subject, I flatter myself I have discovered the 
cause of the Potato Rot. The rot is produced by 
the deposition of the egg, and the destruction of the 
ith or heart of the vine (by consequence the circu- 
[ting capillaries) by the larva of an insect. This 
insect is of the curculio or weevil genus; as there 
are many species of the curculio in this state, for 
distinction, I have called this the Curculio Magna. 
The first deposition of the egg is from the 5th to 
J0th of June, (this accounts at once for the acknow- 
ledged fact, that very early planted potatoes suffer 
little with rot, if they do not altogether escape it— 
and why? simply because they have got their 
wth before the vine is poisoned by the insect.) 
have seen no eggs deposited later than 20th Au- 
gust: 10 days after the egg is deposited it hatches— 
the larva is then very small. The egg is generally 
placed in the vine about 10 or 15 inches from the 
root. The larva always eatsdownward, but seldom 
below the surface of the earth ; it feeds for 4 
or 5 weeks, it then ceases to eat, and if I may use 
the term, cocoons, and undergoes its metamorphosis: 
the larva is about a line and a half in length, per- 
fectly white with a brown head—it completes its 
change in about 3 weeks; if this is early in the season, 
it leaves the vine, mates and deposits its eggs,—if 
late in the season, it remains quiescent in the stalk; 
it, as all the other varieties of the curculio, hiber- 
nates inthe ground. I this day had the honor of 
exhibiting to the agricultural committee, the Pota- 
to in the different stages of the rot, both incipient 
and perfect. The diseased capillaries in the vine 
and in the tubes—the destruction in the vine by the 
course of the Jarva—its exuvia, as also the curculio, 
in its perfect state... I regret that from the impos- 
sibility of preserving the specimens of the green vine, 
that! was unable to show the commencement of 
disease 24 hours after the deposition of the egg, ex- 
tending in 48 hours from the wounded part, by the 
capillaries to the corresponding capillaries in the 
tubes—as also the continuance of the disease—al- 
though the egg had been destroyed by predatory in- 
sects of the order Neuroptera within 24 hours after 
its deposit. There has been in Ireland, independent 
of the misery and disease, 250,000 deaths from the 
Potato rot—in this country a loss of many millions 
each year—the estimated product in the United 
States, is 114,000,000 of bushels, the average loss 
since this disease has occurred, is about one-third ; 
how important then to discover the cause of this 
immense loss, and a remedy for the evil. That 
there is a remedy attainable, [ have no doubt, from 
many data in my possession—still as it would re- 
quire a large outlay of money, and much time spent 
mM examination and experiments, no prudent person 
Would be justifiable, without aid, in making the ne- 
cessary inquiry—however, if any means could be 
found to defray the necessary expense, [ should be 
d to continue the experiments necessary (if 

Possible) to point out the antidote to the evil.

members of the society had been deprived of the 
opportunity of competition for the premiums, in 
consequence of that notice, that additional premi- 
ums be awarded at the February meeting. 


Mr. Key said that as the notice was contained in the 


recognized organ of the society, in the programme 
of proceedings for the annual meeting, its recom- 


mendation should be adopted. 

Mr. M. Goldsborough, moved that the report be 
referred back to the committee, to report to-mor- 
row evening. 

Mr. Carey moved as an amendment, that the com- 
mittee report at the February meeting. 

Mr. Kettlewell moved as a substitute, that the re- 
port of the committee be accepted, and that dupli- 
cate premiums be awarded at the February meet- 
ing, which was concurred in.

the skin side down. It must lay in salt 5 weeks. 


4| Hang it up and smoke it 5 weeks, with green hick- 


ory wood, 10 hours per day. 

Mrs. G. W. Dobbin’s method of Curing Hams: 

To every thousand pounds of hams, take half a 
bushel of fine salt, three pounds of saltpetre, three 
pounds of brown sugar, three pints of molasses, and 
mix them all thoroughly together, pounding the 
saltpetre and breaking the lumps of the salt. Rub 
this mixture well upon the skin side, and slightly 
on the flesh side, putting as much as you can into 
the hock. Pack it away on a platform of boards, 


3) so that the brine will run off, and keep it so for six 


weeks. During this time, it may be shifted once, 
and have a Jittle additional salt sprinkled over it. 
Smoke with hickory wood.

The committee to whom was referred the exami- 
nation of the several agricultural implements ar- 
ranged under Class No. 3, respectfully report, that 
they met on the grounds in pursuance of agreement 
on Wednesday, and were highly pleased with the 
admirable display of skill, ingenuity and mechanical 
talent made by the diflerent competitors for premi- 
ums. ‘The attention of the committee being first 
directed to the examination of sweep horse powers, 
was arrested and very favorably impressed with the 
strength, simplicity of construction and efficiency 
of a lever power, made by Chas. H. Drury of this 
city, and every oe meen manifested to assign to it 
a premium of the first class, but owing to the incle- 
mency of the weather, and the fact that many of the 
machines were not quite ready for examination, the 
committee adjourned over to the next day; in the 
meantime there arrived and was fitted up for exhi- 
bition, from the Old Dominion, a complete Rough & 
Ready concern, which challenged the admiration of 
all. This machine consisted of a sweep horse power 
for six horses, (which, when disconnected from the 
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strengthof asingle wheat straw) thresher, straw 
carrier or seperator, fan, &e., and every conveni- 
ence for cleaning and bagging the grain. It had 
nothing of the parlor or drawing-room air about it, 
but every part seemed strong, substantial and plain, 
utting to rest all apprehensions of breaking, cast- 
ing of bands, or getting out of order. It seemed to 
have seen much service, and to be calculated to do 
much more. The committee regrets that the cost 
of the machine as a whole may operate to prevent 
its very general introduction, except in large wheat 
growing districts. In consideration of the above 
we award to Matthew M’Keever, of Va. a premium 
of $10 for the best Sweep Horse Power. 
For the 2nd best to Chas. H. Drury, $5 
For the best rail Horse Power, to E Whitman, 10 

Of Corn Shellers, there was a great variety, all 
worthy of the attention of the farmer. That by 
Murray and Clark, seperating the cobs from the 
shelled corn, the committee like best, and award to 
them a premium of $2. 

Of Hay and Straw Cutters, there was a very good 
display. That of George Catchpole, of New York, 
seemed to be one of the most efficient instruments 
of the kind we have ever seen, requiring but little 
power, it performs its work to admiration, reducing 
corn stalks, hay, straw, roots, unshucked corn, all 
together, to very minute portions, well mixed and 
fitted for the purpose of feeding stock, making of 
such materials a well prepared mess, appetising 
alike to all of the race, from the little curly faced 
natives of the forest and lowlands of Virginia and 
Maryland, to the high bred animals that grace the 
stalls of this present exhibition. To this Hay and 
Straw Cutter the committee would unanimously 
have awarded the premium, but it was ruled out in 
consequence of having taken the premium last year. 
They therefore award to a very excellent machine, 
made by Chas. H. Drury, answering the same pur- 
pose, the premium of $2. 

To E. Whitman they award the premium of $3, 
for the best Corn Stalk Cutter and Grinder. 

To Matthew M’Keever, for the best Threshing 
Machine, they award a premium of $5.

Mr. President,—Before [ reply to the enquiry 
which has just been addressed to me, I would beg 
leave to return my thanks, and those of Mr. Johnson, 
the Secretary of the New York State Agricultural 
Society, for the honor which has this evening been 
conferred on us, by our election as Honorary mem- 
bers of this Society; a tribute of respect to the State 
we represent, and an act of personal favor, for which 
we beg tomake our best acknowledgments. I would 
also desire to express the great pleasure we have ex- 
perienced, at the Exhibition of the thorough bred 
stock upon this occasion, equal so far as the number 
and variety extended, to that exhibited recently on 
our Show Grounds at Syracuse. In —_ to the en- 

iry respecting the law and practice, which governs 
Ss proseedi of the N. York State Agricultural So- 
ciety, 1 would briefly state some of the principal 
facts connected therewith. As early as 1819, an 
appropriation of $5000 was made for several years 
in support of Agriculture and Domestic Manufac- 
tures. Many of the counties organized Societies 
under this Jaw.—But upon the withdrawal of this 
appropriation, the county Societies began to lan- 
guish, and finally a few only continued to support a 
yearly Show and Exhibition. Things remained in 
this state until 1841, when the Legislature having 
previously made ample provision for the internal im- 
provements of the State, and having been called up- 
on before, and then, by a clear expression of public 
opinion, to extend its fostering aid also, to Agricul- 
ture and Domestic Manufactures, passed a law ap- 
propriating the sum of $8000 a year for five years, 

that purpose—which sum is now annually voted, 
as one of the items of the yearly expenditure. 

By the provisions of the law of 184], this sum of 
$8000, is apportioned among the several counties ac- 
tl lation, and provided a sum equal to 
that aw ed is raised by the county. The State 
Society receives out of this sum, as its appropriate 
share, $700 annually; and with it, the subscription 
of its members, and the receipts at their annual 
Show and Exhibition, is enabled to give an amount 
now exceeding $5000 a year in premiums. In addi- 
tion to this appropriation, the State publishes at an 
expense of $2000 annually, a volume of transactions 
under the direction and superintendence of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the State Society, comprising 
the proceedings of the Society for the current year, 
with the premiums awarded, and such essays as may 
be accepted, the condensed reports of the county So- 
tieties, and a detailed statement, verified by the pre- 
siding officer, of the expenditure of all monies which 

been received; to whom, and for what purposes 
paid. The use of the Geological Rooms at Albany, 
affords ample accommodation for the secretary of the 
, and for the monthly meetings of the Exec- 

ittee. For several years past a large ex- 

has been annually incurred in prosecuting 

uoder the authority of the Legislature, a Geological 
and ural Survey of the State, and in the 
of a costly work, with plates, and maps;

Tramactions, are distributed among the farmers of 





the State without cost; and the volumes relating to 
the Geological Survey are sent to the Treasurers of 
the several counties, to be sold at cost, to those who 
may desire to purchase. The consequence of this 
enlarged and steady encouragement on the part of 
the State, towards its great leading interest, has 
been, that the enterprise and intelligence of its far- 
mers have been stimulated, and set in motion, and by 
their efforts, and results, have well and promptly re- 
sponded to the liberality and forecast of the State. 
And the steady improvement in its agriculture, and 
in the branches which depend upon, and are con- 
nected with it, has heen made manifest year by 
year, at the State Fair, which is annually held 
at some one of the great Towns in the central part 
of the State; and it is now a source of gratification 
to all who take an interest in the cultivation of the 
soi], that the cause of agriculture, which had not 
until within a few vears, attracted or received much 
either of the public attention, or of Legislative ex- 
amination and support, has at length, taken its ap- 
propriate place, among the great interests of the 
State. If the course and Legislation of New York 
have in these respects been of service and ad- 
vantage to the great cause of agriculture in other 
States, not only will she have done her duty at 
home, but she will] at the same time, have furnished 
a practical and useful example to her sister States, 
who may have the desire and ability to aid in pro- 
moting, the most ancient, honorable, and indepen- 
dent occupation that man can pursue. 

The remarks of Mr. King were interrupted with 
repeated applause. 


Mr. M’ Henry opposed the adoption of the resolu- 
tion. He thought that the agriculturists should sus- 
tain their own institutions. He was opposed to the 
system of salaried officers for any such purposes as 
would grow out of the adoption of the resolution. 

The question was then taken on the adoption of 
the resolution, and it was carried. 

Mr. 4. B. Davis, of Montgomery, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted, and the com- 
mittee consisting of five, ordered to be appointed 
by the Chair : 

Resclved, That a committee be appointed, and that 
they be instructed to present to Congress a memo- 
rial in behalf of this Society, asking them to take 
such measures as may seem to them best to advance 
the general interests of agriculture, and suggesting 
the creation of a bureau or department of agricul- 
ture. 

The report on the resolution on Chappell’s Salts, 
was then called for, but the committee not being 
ready, it was passed over. 

Mr. C. P. Holcomb, of Del. offered the following 
resolution, which was read : 

Resolved, That it is desirable that the agricuitural 
community should be furnished at the earliest prac- 
ticable period with information as to the condition 
and promise of the crops, and with approximate esti- 
mates of the amount of production, and this Society 
respectfully recommend to the agricultural press of 
the country to endeavor to supply this important in- 
formation. 

On introducing the above resolution, Mr. Hol- 
comb remarked, that statistical information was as 
necessary to those engaged in agriculture as to those 
engaged in commerce,—there had never been suffi- 
cient of this information furnished from the estab- 
lishment of the government. Something had re- 
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cently been done through the Reports of the Patent 
Office, and much more was hoped for from the 
creation of the Home Department. But neither of 
these sources would supply the immediate wants of 
the farmer. He wants to know of the state of the 
growing crops, and the result of each harvest as far 
as may be, immediately the crop is housed, to in- 
struct him as to the time of selling. The press both 
commercial and agricultural had failed to do this, 
to the extent required. The English press on the 
contrary makes it the great topic, especially in the 
rural districts, for weeks before the harvest and up 
to the time that both the quantity and quality of the 
crop is known. But what means has the American 
wheat farmer for instance, of knowing either the 
promise or result of this crop over the great district 
of country it covers? Some vague reports reach 
him. An occasional paragraph appears—this is all; 
and yet without accurate and reliable information 
he cannot know the value of the article he has to 
sell or the right time to offer it in the market. Mr. 
H. said that in his own case he had sold two crops 
of wheat within the last four years, seven or eight 
hundred dollars on each occasion below what they 
would have brought him ninety days from the period 
of sale. Some of the large wheat farmers of Mary- 
land and Virginia must of course have suffered in 
much greater proportion. This information will 
not prevent such catastrophes, but will lessen the 
danger. Wegrope in the dark. The millers are 
the best informed ; next to these the commission 
merchants ; they both depend upon their private 
correspondence, which extends to every wheat State 
in the Union, and this is as a sealed book to us. We 
are not on a footing. We cannot rely on the com- 
mercial press—not we of the farming states—the 
cotton states are better served by this press in this 
particular. But we must look to our agricultural 
press, now so multiplied and well sustained for the 
information we seek, the information necessary to 
prevent our being at the mercy of others. A blind 
Orelene never groped more in the dark than we do; 
but that press that has shed so much light upon ag- 
riculture, that has instructed us as to the best mode 
of producing, can be of great assistance here. Ido 
not mean to reflect or cast censure on our agricul- 
tural press—far from it; the wonder is they should 
have been able to accomplish so much, since the 
fruits of their labors are seen every where. We are 
proud of our agricultural press, we wish to make its 
usefulness still more conspicuous. By obtaining 
and circulating the information we desire, it will 
become as necessary to the miller and merchant as 
to the farmer, and besought by them. [Mr. H. here 
alluded to a conversation he had had with an intel- 
ligent gentleman largely engaged in the milling bu- 
siness, Mr. Hoxall of Richmond, whose views cor- 
responded with his own.] 

The agricultural press, said Mr. H. have but to 
know our wants, and they will endeavor to satisfy 
them. Ifeach agricultural press in the country will 
seek to obtain this information in its own neighbor- 
hood, the exchanges among the press will furnish 
the aggregate result to all. In addition, an extend- 
ed private correspondence should be sought by 
them, and the telegraph will furnish facilities; and 
if these means fail to furnish reliable approximate 
estimates—all we expect—I do not hesitate to be- 
lieve that an enterprising agricultural press located 
in the midst of a wheat district, like the American 
Farmer, would be justified in sending a travelling 
agent, one well qualified, through the wheat States 





to obtain by Fe observation and inquiry, the 
necessary information. 

They should also give us the state of the different 
markets. The farmers must examine figures more, 
and make more in their own books, The banker, 
the merchant and the manufacturer, rely on these 
certain data, and we cannot act safely or wisely if 
we discard them; more statistical knowledge we 
must have, and the press would give it to us. 

Mr. Holcomb congratulated the Society on its se- 
cond successful annual exhibition. The ploughing 
match had equalled in its interest every thing but a 
horse race, as an ‘old school gentleman” standing 
beside him thought, while a young farmer had ex- 
claimed, as the ploughs rapidly passed, cutting their 
ribboned furrows and moulding the green sod into 
handsome pleats, that both the horse race and fox- 
chase was exceeded in beauty and interest. Mr. 
H. thought the match would compare with one he 
had witnessed at the State Exhibition in N. York. 
And then, said Mr. H., as if to grace the occasion 
still farther, the Chief Magistrate of this great Re- 
public was present, mingling with its citizens, and 
with such simplicity of garb, and such cordiality of 
manner, that it was easy to have mistaken him for 
any humble, worthy farmer, mingling amidst scenes 
familiar to his daily life. 

Mr. President, a great man has remarked, that 
no man—or, I suppose, set of men—should take too 
much credit to themselves for success, for that for- 
tune had always something to do with it. The 
Society was fortunate, sir, in the presence of distin- 
guished guests, including the President and Seere- 
tary of the New York State Society, and also of 
many fair guests—fortunate in the bright fair days 
that favored their presence, and fortunate, let me 
add, in the talent and untiring energy, exercised 
with a kind and bland courtesy, that distinguished 
the Executive head of this Society throughout the 
three active days of the exhibition. [Here Mr. H. 
was interrupted by loud and continued applause, 
too emphatic and pointed to be misunderstood in its 
application.) Mr. H. continued: 

* Detected worth, like beauty disarrayed, 
To covert flies, of praise itself afraid.” 

He had thought he saw in this Society,a year 
ago, the germs of success. The intelligence, liber- 
ality and zeal, and the hard work all seemed read 
to encounter, argued well; but this was not all. 
There was an absence, as seemed to him, of all 
exclusiveness, of all selfish or sordid —— It 
was not to try the merits of Durham vs. Devon, or 
Berkshire vs. China, enlisting, in such issues, all 
the zeal of a partizan spirit, and possibly not con 
ducted, as important trials seldom are, without 3 
certain degree of diplomacy or tact. It was in the 
absence of all this—it was in the broad wholesome 
legitimate spirit of advancing the great cause of an 
improved agriculture generally, that seemed to 
him to be the object of this Society. It was this 
that had attracted him, and induced him to become 
a member, as it will others. :

REPORT ON CHAPPELL’S FERTILIZER. 

The undersigned, the Committee appointed, under 
the resolution of the Society, to investigate the 
charge against the State Chemist, of an incorrect 
analysis of Chappell’s Salts, beg leave, respectfully, 
to report, that one of our body procured samples of 
Chappell’s Fertilizer, from the agent of the manu- 
facturer, and sent them to Drs. David Stewart and 
Joseph E. Muse, with a request that they furnish 
the committee with an accurate analysis of the same, 
as soon as convenient. These gentlemen are dis- 
tinguished for their general scientific attainments, 
but particularly as experimental and practical 
chemists. The following letters have been received 
from these gentlemen, and, in the opinion of your 
comnittee, fal y establish the accuracy of the ana- 
lysis made by Dr. Higgins, the slight discrepancies 
between them being the inevitable consequence of 
the examination of different sa nples of the article. 

Your committee think their cuties limited, vy the 
letter of Mr. Chappell, and the terms of the resolu- 
tion of the Society under which they act, to the 
ascertainment of the correctness or incorrectness of 
the analysis of Dr. Higgins—believe said duty fully 
performed by the papers herewith submitted, and, 
therefore, ask to be discharged from the further 
consideration of the subject.

Your kind favor of the 3d (in behalf of the Com- 
mittee of the State Agricultural Society) has been 
received; and I have since spent about two days in 
examining ‘the Fertilizer.’’ You are aware that 
a perfect qualitative and quantitative analysis would 
require a much longer time; but you will notice 
that the analysis is much more complete than that 
employed for the purpose of ascertaining the rela- 
tive value of guano, which I generally have accom- 
plished in about 4 hours.

The ground plaster always contains sand, as it 
occurs in commerce; and the proportion of this 
varies with the quality of the ‘ plaster.” 

The water referred to, was the loss sustained by 
exposure to the temperature of 2120 (that is, it was 
dried over boiling water for several hours). 

It appears, from the letter accompanying the 
sample, that it was taken from the warehouse of 
the agent, by the committee. It was, apparently, 
as dry as good brown sugar, and resembled wood 
ashes in color. One half of it readily passes through 
*¢ an oats sieve ’’ (12 wires in an inch, 144 meshes 
square inch—each mesh 1-12th inch in diameter) 
before it was dried; the other half consists of hard 
masses, from the size of a Lima bean to that of a 
small pea: these are pieces of bone, amorphous 
glauber salts, coal, &c. 

The whole of the compound (coarse and fine) 
was reduced to powder, in order to obtain a fair 
sample. The powder did not effervesee on the 
addition of an acid, and, consequently, does not 
contain carbonates. It did not deflagrate on being 
thrown upon burning coals.

a view to their increase and improvement, in quan- 
tity and quality, submit, respectfully, for the further 
consideration of this Society, the following, to be 
taken, if concurred in, as an expression of its 
opinion about which, it is presumed, there can be 
no ground for doubt or difficulty: 

Whereas, it is obviously necessary, to an enlight- 
ened administration of the agricultural and other 
industrial resources of a State, that all engaged in 
their development and application should have ac- 
cess, from time to time, to reliable data, in respect 
of its capabilities and products. Therefore, 

Resolved, as the sense of the Maryland State 
Agricultural Society, that it would be an act of 
wise and provident legislation to establish for the 
State a Bureau of Statistics, with such provisions 
and powers as may be deemed necessary to the 
most complete ascertainment, that may be practi- 
cable, of the natural resources, and of the results 
of the productive industry, of each county in the 
State. 

Resolved, further, that, as it is impossible to 
improve the qualities of our agricultural products 
without careful selection and use of the best and 





purest seeds and grains of their respective kinds, 
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your committee respectfully recommend that, in the 
arrangement of the schedules of premiums, parti- 
cular regard be had to that object, and more espe- 
cially in reference to the unmixed character and 
purity of seed wheat—a grain which constitutes the 
great staple of a large portion of Maryland. 

Resolved, further, as a means directly conducive 
to the increase of the agricultural products of the 
country, close attention should be paid, in charters 
of all rail roads and canals, to make provision for 
the establishment, at given short distances from 
each other, of well appointed stations or depots, 
with the requisite officers and fixtures for the recep- 
tion of the various products of rural industry and 
economy; and that it should be made obligatory 
upon all such chartered companies to transport all 
manures and agricultural implements and ma- 
chinery at not exceeding one half the ordinary 
rates fixed for other commodities of equal weight 
or bulk, inasmuch as the more extended use of 
these articles, which would ensure such reduction 
in the cost of transportation, would remunerate said 
companies, ultimately, by greatly increasing the 
agricultural products of the State. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

in favour of one over the other. So with Potash, 
Soda, Plaster of Paris, Ashes—the buyer makes his 
purchases in entire ignorance of the real value of 
what he buys. The adulteration of ashes has been 
practiced to such extent, that this, one of the most 
valuable and reliable of fertilizers, is in a great 
measure lost to the improver by his want of confi- 
dence in the artic'e offered to him. 

Your committee believe, too, that we may be bet- 
ter guarded than by the present law for the inspec- 
tion of Guano—a law which does not answer the 
ends for which it was designed, is hurtful and should 
be abolished. It subjects the purchaser to a tax, 
and begets a confidence which misleads him. 

Without going further into this subject, your com- 
mittee respectfully suggest that this society appoint 
a committee, whose duty it shall be take this whole 
subject into their most careful consideration, and if 
in their judgment, it seem fit, to memorialize the 
Legislature on behalf of this society, on the subject 
of a law for the inspection of the various fertilizers 
now in use—repealing the present laws, and provi- 
ding such guards as in their wisdom, shall be deem- 
ed necessary to protect the agricultural interests of 
the State.

Second Annual Exhibition

STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


The Second Cattle Show and Agricultural Exhi- 
bition of this patriotic association, took place on the 
10th, 11th and 12th ultimo. The site selected by 
the committee appointed for the purpose, is beauti- 
fully located in the south-western section of Balti- 
more, south of the Frederick road, only a short dis- 
tance from the thickly settled parts of our city. It 
is known familiarly by our citizens as Carroll’s 
Woods, and is, by the bye, a most beautifully rural 
spot—comprising some six acres of ground, with 
just enough of its original oaks standing upon it to 
give it the appearance of a park.

favorable weather a day or two preceding the open- 
ing of the Show, preventing many of the implements 
and much of the stock, &c. from being arranged in 
time. In the course of the morning, President Tay- 
lor visited the grounds in company with the com- 
mittee appointed to receive him—and had an excel- 
lent opportunity of viewing the fine collection of 
animals, machinery, &c. with which he expressed 
himself highly gratified. The President was seve- 
ral hours on the ground, and was very minute in his 
examinations of the various objects which attracted 
his attention. He was introduced to Mr. Calvert, 
the President, and other executive officers of the 
society, at their business room on the ground, and 
congratulated them on the splendid display with 
which his eyes were greeted. 

SECOND DAY.—All the arrangements being 
completed, and most of the committees having ren- 
dered in their reports, the grounds were thrown 0- 
pen to the visits of the public early on the morning 
of the 11th. The city had been alive for a day or 
two with visitors, and the concourse at the grounds 
was immense, all of whom appeared to be delight- 
ed with the brilliant display that met their view on 
every side. Beside the very large attendance from 
our own State, Virginia, N. and South Carolina, Del- 
aware, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and New York, 
were ably and fully represented. Amongst those 
from the latter State, we were pleased to greet 
the distinguished President and Secretary of the N. 
Y. State Agricultural Society, and equally pleased 
to learn, that they expressed themselves gratified, 
as from their experience in matters of the kind, and 
connection with a kindred association, they spoke 
with ripened judgements which entitled their opin- 
ions to weight. The truthfulness of the following 
Pp ph from the Baltimore American of the 
11th ult., will be fully acquiesced in by all who 
were capable of judging : : J 

“ We but echo the general voice in saying that it 
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is one of the largest, most extensive, and most var- 
ied that has ever been held in this country. In the 
superior character and variety of stock exhibited, 
we have been assured by those who visited the late 
State Fair at Syracuse, New York, that our own 
bears off the palm—an acknowledgment which is 
most gratifying, and which goes to show how much 
can be accomplished, in even a short time, by the 
well directed efforts of those who are earnest in the 
execution of what they take in hand. If the idea 
had been thrown out two years ago, before the 
organization of the State Society, that such an ex- 
hibition could be got up in Maryland, how very few 
would have given credit to its possibility.

Tue Pirovenine Matcu.—This was one of the 
most important features of the exhibition—as it is 
in all exhibitions of the kind,—and great anxiety had 
been felt by the officers of the Society, that the 
duties of this department should be satisfactorily 
performed. The judges selected were practical 
men, accustomed not only to direct the operations 
of others, but to hold the plough themselves. To 
the chairman of that committee, Edward Stabler, of 
Montgomery, was confided the arduous duties 
which the Board of Managers were conscious would 
devolve on it, in fulfilling the high expectations 
which were entertained for the result,—with a cool 
and judicious head, and with such able assistants 
as had been detailed to his support, the utmost con- 
fidence was felt, that what ‘‘man could do, would 
be done’’—and truly it was done, and that it was 
well done, was borne testimony to by the many 
thousands who witnessed the scene. Mr. Stabler 
on arriving at the Show grounds, took early mea- 
sures for the fulfilment of the task which had been 
assigned him. He selected a fine piece of level 

und adjacent to the enclosure, and under his 
immediate direction, caused the bushes to be grub- 
bed up and cleared off the field; and marked off the 
ground by a furrow running around it ;—furrows 
were also drawn to divide the portions of land ap- 
geet to each ploughman—The particulars of 
reliminary arrangements are detailed with 
muc4 precision in the report of the committee, as 
published in the proceedings of the society. The 
arrangements having been completed, about 12 0’- 
clock, President Tayior arrived on the ground. 





The trial would have come off at an earlier hour, 
but was delayed in consequence of the i 
having expressed a particular desire to witness the 
scene, and he was detained in the city by the visits 
of his fellow-citizens beyond the time ‘announced 
for the ploughing match. Mr. Stabler had selected 
a numer of Marshals to aid him in preserving order, 
of which he appointed M. Goldsborough, Esq. of 
Talbot, as Chief, all of whom were mounted on 
horseback, and rendered very efficient service to the 
committee. All but the Judges, Marshals, and the 
oe aro were excluded from the lines. Mr. 
Stabler invited President Taylor, on his arrival, 
within the prescribed limits ; he was mounted ona 
fine white horse, and divided the attention of the 
crowd with the ——- of the committee, 
a circumstance which was not without its happy 
results. The committee was most apprehensive of 
confusion at the moment of starting the teams, and 
the diversion made in their favour by the introduc 
tion of Gen. Taylor, at the moment, worked to ad- 
miration. As soon as Mr. Stabler gave the signal 
to start, he requested the President to pass round 
the area, and accompanied him until he mounted 
his charger—this was done to show the spectators 
that their best chance to see the President was to 
stand still and keep their places, an idea which, for- 
tunately, the anxious mass were not slow to com 
prehend. The contest was one of intense interest; 
the work performed to admiration, and the utmost 
order was preserved throughout. ; 

At the close of the Ploughing Match, President 
Taylor approached the committee who had so ably 
aya their arrangements, and performed their 

uty, and in offering his hand to its chairman, re 
marked, that he was highly gratified at the perfect 
order and system that prevailed and in witnessing 
the beautiful work performed by the different teams 
—that it was one of the most interesting exhibitions 
he had ever seen. Mr. Stabler, seeing the General

There were many vegeta- 
bles exhibited of rare excellence, which elicited 
much well-deserved praise; but the collection was 
not as great as it should have been at a Fair held 
within a stone’s throw of the densely populated 
ary of Baltimore, as her vegetable alts have 
een long celebrated for the quantity and superiority 
of the quality which forms her daily supplies.— 
Equally has Baltimore been distinigutshed for the 
number and skill of her market gardeners. Within 
ten miles square of the centre of our city, we can 
count at least a hundred enterprising men en 
exclusively in the cultivation of vegetables for our 
market; most of whom possess enviable reputations 
for their scientific knowledge of their calling, and 
are in the constant habit of proving, by the superi- 
ority of their productions, that they have well es- 
tablished claims to the reputations accorded them. 
Now, then, as such men have a right to be ambitious 
of their fame, when pursuing so honorable an occu- 
pation, it is but fair to infer that they would be in- 
spired with the ambition to contest the claim of 
excellence with each other, before the thousands 
who attend our State Agricultural Fairs; and, with 
this belief, we shall indulge the hope that, at our 
next and succeeding ones, the Baltimore market 
gardeners will be there, with their ample and varied 
garden products, to demonstrate the truth, that no 
city in our Union has around its suburbs a more 
numerous, skilful and enterprising body of men en- 
gaged in the growing of vegetables. They possess 
the art and the power to excel, and they must, by 
the use of that art and that power, vindicate their 
claims to its possession; for they could not, in any 
wer do a more patriotic service. 
his department, together with the Floral and 
Fruit, was placed under the immediate charge of 
Mr. John Feast, whose arrangement of the plants 
and flowers presented for exhibition was much ad- 
mired. It is to be regretted, however, that the 
show of Flowers was not as extensive as we had a 
right to expect; but we have assurances that, in an- 
other year, the display will be much greater. 


Agricultural Implements and Machinery.—The 
display oon very extensive, and, as will be seen by 
our account in another place, embraced exhibitors 
from several States. Mr. Geo. Page erected one 
of his wind mills on the grounds, which, wane <o- 
plied to the pump, attracted much attention. e 
shall take occasion to say more of this machinery 
at another time. The grist mills exhibited b 
several of our machinists, were much admired, an 
commended by the committees, but no awards had 
been offered therefor. Implements and machinery, 
&c., which received first premiums last year, were 
precluded from competition this. It is somewhat 
doubtful if this is the most approved course for the 
Society to pursue; but such was the rule, and, of 
course, must be abided by, until changed. A tilt 
or dumping wagon, by Mr. Wm. H. Start, of Smyr- 
na, Delaware, was exhibited, but, in consequence 
of the absence of the patentee, we believe was not 
examined. It has received high commendation 
elsewhere, and appears to be a very useful improve- 
ment, and quite a desideratum where wagons in- 
stead of carts are used for farm and other purposes, 
whereby time is saved by tilting the contents upon 
the ground, instead of shovelling it, as now prac- 
ticed. It is worthy of the attention of those who

have much hauling of manures, wood, &c. 
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Our old established manufacturers of the city, 
were present on the ground in full force, and made 
a display unequalled by any similar exhibition ever 
held in the United States. Baltimore stands unri- 
valled in this respect, and our public spirited Me- 
chanics deserve much praise for the zeal manifested 
to render their department of the Show creditable 
to the Society and to the State. Messrs. Sinclair, 
Jr., & Co., E. Whitman, Jr., Maxfield, Mott & Co., 
C. H. Drury, Murray & Clark, A. G. Mott, Geo. 
Page, &c., were contributors from the city, and the 
operations of their Machines, attracted much atten- 
tion, and we hope and believe that an increased im- 

tus will be given to their trade, as we have no 
oubt the numerous visitors from other states, will 
avail themselves of the facilities offered by the ma- 
ny labor-saving machines on the ground. The far- 
mer and planter is begining to learn that their pro- 
fits are to be gained by the saving of labor, now be- 
coming scarce and high, as well as in an increase of 
product—and they had here an opportunity of wit- 
nessing in full operation, numerous implements, the 
value and importance of which could not but have 
been impressed upon them. Our old friends, Atlee 
& Blythe, of Carroll Co., were also with us, with 
their well made machinery, and we regetted to find 
the respected senior of the firm laboring under in- 
disposition, which no doubt greatly incommoded 
him in showing off his workmanship to advantage. 
Competitors also came from many States to contend 
with the manufacturers of Maryland. They were 
received in that kind and generous spirit so peculiar 
to our people, entered into the contest with kindred 
feelings, and doubtless returned to their own States, 
satisfied that the sons of the old Maryland line are 
as distinguished for hospitality, as were their sires 
for deeds of daring in the battle fields of the Revo- 
lution. Several of these visitors it will be seen, 
bore off the palm, and have thus the undeniable 
proofs, that though the Society is a Maryland asso- 
ciation, yet its spirit is comprehensive and liberal, 
and the field of competition which it is its object to 
present, is thrown open to all who may visit us, be 
| from the North or South, the East or West.

THIRD DAY.—The number who visited the 
show grounds on the third day, was not as large as 
on the preceding—but the amount received at the 
ticket office, showed that the interest felt had not 
much abated—visitors were engaged until 120’clock, 
in examining the Stock, Machinery, &c.,—when it 
was anhounced, that the Orator of the Day, the Hoo. 
J. A. Pearce, had arrived on the ground, in comp: 
ny with President Taylor, who for the third time 
honored the Society with his presénce. They were 
escorted by the Committee of Reception, to the stand 
erected for them, above the Pavilion, where seats 
were prepared for them, and the invited guests— 
The President of the Society here received our dis 
tinguished visitors, and introduced Mr. Pearce to 
the assembled multitude. A seat to the left of the 
Orator was appropriated to President Taylor, who 
listened with earnest attention to the eloquent addres 
of Mr. P. On the stand, were seated with the Pret 
ident, a number of the officers and guests of the So 
ciety, among the latter Messrs. King and Johnson, 
President and Secretary of the N. Y. State Agri- 
cultural Society, Dr. Elwyn of ae Hon. 
Rich. Thomas of St. Mary’s, Gen. B. C. Howard 
of Baltimore Co., Col. Ware of Va., Mr. Reyboldof 
Delaware, and others. 

Immediately after the delivery of the address, the 
Secretary of the Society announced the awards 
made by the Judges, and the premiums were dis 
tributed to the successful competitors. These wer 
manufactured by Messrs. Kirk & Son, and embraced 
a great variety of articles of Gold and Silver ware. 
The premiums from the Farmer fund were 
delivered to those present entitled to receive them, 
as noticed elsewhere. 

This closed the proceedings of the day. After 
which a sale of stock, &c., took place, and a number 
of animals were sold. We learn that much of the 
fine stock of Col. Capron, was sold at private sale— 
also a number of fine sheep and swine cha 
hands, many of which were sold to gentlemen of the 
South. it 

Thus has ended the Second Annual Exhibition of 
the Maryland State Agricultural Society, and we 
doubt very much if any similar occurrence has evtt 
taken place in which more universal gar 
was experienced.

Setting out Orchards.—During this month you 
should, if you design doing so, set out your trees, to 
form an orchard. But, asa preliminary to such 
work, your ground should have been cultivated this 
year in some ploughed crop, as there is nothing like 
having it in the best possible order. Thorough 
manuring and deep ploughing are indispensable pre- 
requisites. The holes in which they may be placed 
should be much larger than required for the accom- 
modation of the roots and about three feet deep.— 
The surface mould should be mixed with a compost 
formed with either woods mould or marsh mud 6 
parts, 1 part ashes, and one part ground bones or 
oyster shell lime. Before placing in the tree, fill up 
the hole with so much of this compost as will ac- 
commodate the tree to stand the same depth in the 
ground as it may have stood in the nursery. If any 
of the Jateral roots have been broken cut them off 
with a sharp knife so as to makea smooth wound, 
spread the roots out regularly, put down a stake, 
taking care to protect the tree with a soft bandage 
from rubbing, then tie the stake to the body of the 
young tree to prevent its being wind shaken, fill up 
with the balance of the compost, observing to pour 
water into the hole as you progress, so as to settle 
the earth around the roots till the hole is about two- 
thirds full, then fill up the remainder of the hole 
with the compost dry, and compress it carefully

WORK IN THE GARDEN. 


Beets, Carrots, Parsnips, Potatoes.—All these roots 
should be taken up and stored away in a dry cellar; 
be sure to give them a covering of straw or sand. 

Shrubs and Fruit trees.—These should be set out 
early this month.

of long straw should be spread between the rows. 

Cabbages.—Take up and secure your cabbage a- 
gainst the frosts and snows of winter. 

Dahlias.—Cut off the stalks of your dahlias within 
two inches of the ground, dig up the roots and bury 
them in sand in your cellar. : 

Sage, Thyme, Hysop, Challots, Chives, and all culi- 
nary herbs may now be set out. 

Horse Radish.—Dig up a winter supply and bury 
it in sand in the cellar. 

Tomatoes.—If you have any vines with tomatoes 
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on them that have not been injured by the frost, take 
them up and hang them up in the barn; this cared 
for the fruit will ripen and afford you a supply for 
table use for several weeks. : 

Clayey beds.—If there are any very stiff clayey 
beds in your garden, have them dug up and laid in 
the range, to be benefitted by the winter’s frosts and 
snows. If convenient in spring, put a load or so of 
sand on them, dig it in about half spade deep and 
rake. 


THE FLOWER GARDEN—NOVEMBER.

All plants in the greenhouse, being put away for 
the winter, should have plenty of air this time of 
the year, through the day, and closed up at night, 
if it is too cold; if not, a change might take place 
bofore morning, which would injure and retard their 
bloom. . It will be necessary to keep a little fire if 
the weather is cold and damp, to dry up the mois- 
ture, and fumigate with Tobacco to destroy the 
green fly, which the = are infested with gene- 
rally after being in the house—Syringe occasional-

plants, which gives them health and vigor, as 
well as a preventive against the red spider, which 
is so destructive. If any plants are not housed, or 
want repotting, they should be done as early as pos- 
sible—all the green house bulbs should be potted, 
as Oxalises, Lachenalias, [xias, Sparaxis, Hypoxis, 
Babianas, Anomathecas, and some of Amyrilluses. 
Pot the Annuals for winter flowering sown in Sep- 
tember, as Schizanthus, Nemophillas, Nemesia, 
Candytuft, Ageratums, with such others as have 
been sown for that purpose—Cinerarias and Chi- 
nese Primroses, also Cyclamens, will require larger 
pots, and Roses taken up may be pruned, and cut- 
tings put in also of most hardy Evergreen plants. 

actuses may be grafted with success at this time. 

Chrysanthemums taken up in pots will require 
ey of water, and pinch off some of the buds to 

ave and insure a fine bloom and superior flowers. 

Camellias will begin to bloom, and should be kept 
moderately moist, and if the seeds are gathered, 
may be planted in pots or boxes, in a similar soil as 
the plants are in ; it would also be well to prepare 
before the winter, different kinds of soils, and put 
— in a place secured from the weather, ready 
at all times for repotting. 

In the Garden, the Dahlias are in their beauty, 
being a favorable fall for flowering ; and Chrysan- 
themums are promising to be as fine; if frost keeps 
off they will amply repay for the hot summer.— 
When the Dahlias have ) Bees flowering, have them 
carefully put away, and the borders topped, dressed 
with manure, and bulbous roots planted, if not pre- 
viously done; also prune the roses and flowering 
shrubs, and protect the tender ones, if required, by 

tting stakes round about them, sufficient to hold 

ry leaves that may be gathered from the woods: in 
this way they are shaded from the sun, and, when 
frozen, are not so liable to sudden changes, which is 
the cause of so many plants being destroyed by the 
winter. All Trees, Shrubs, Roses, Creepers, 
vines, and Herbaceous Roots, may be planted this 
month—then the garden will be in readiness for the 
ensuing spring.

OYSTER SHELL LIME KILNs, 
Eastvitte, Northampton County, 
Eastern Shore Va., Sept. 15, 1849, 

To the Editor of the American Farmer. 

Dear Six:—I notice in the Farmer for this mon 
a call for information as to the best method of y. 
ting shell kilns to be burnt into lime for manu; 
purposes, and also as to the quantity of woodn. 
quired in the operation. As we are engaged prety 
extensively in this region in converting our 
shells into lime, an account of our method may 
meet the wants of your South Carolina correspa. 
dent. 

Four girders of green pine or gum, about a fo 
in diameter, are laid upon the ground 
two to five feet apart, according to the size of tk 
kiln intended to be constructed. Upen these, ma. 
ed wood, seasoned if possible, is laid edge to edg 
so as to form a tight floor, upon which the shell 
are placed. Upon the ends of these girders and the 
shells so placed, the pen is constructed of sml 
pine poles, (gum) and notched up or not as may\x 
preferred. [f not notched so as to bring the pole 
close together, the spaces between should be stop 
ped by chinking with wood from the inside. Afters 
thickness of about 214 or 3 feet of shells is obtained 
upon the first floor, a second layer of wood is hii 
flat upon the shells, taking care not to let the ends 
of the wood rest on the poles or project between 
them. It should merely touch the pen or wall 0 
the inside, so that when it settles in burning the 
wood and shells will all go together. This pomtis 
important, as without attention being paid to ittle 
ends of the wood between the casing of poles catch 
fire, the pen itself burns, and the kiln falls before 
its centre is burnt. In this way we proceed—frs, 
a layer of wood; then of shells from 2 to 3 feet 
thick, until the kilu is as high as we desire—say W 
or 12 feet; a thick covering of wood is put over the 
whole, and the kiln is ready for burning. In fring 
it, as calm an evening is selected as posible, ania 
fire built with dry wood on both sides of the kil, 
between the ends of the girders; thus when there 
are four girders, fire is kindled in six places—three 
on each side. By pursuing this plan we rarely fil 
in burning the shells to a perfeot powder. a 
persons draw the pen in so as to make the kil 
smaller at the top, but it is doubted if this ng 
sary if it is well constructed in other respects. } 
is a great convenience to hav 
the girders under the first floor filled w I 
rails or dry wood when the kiln is first set, _— 
much easier to fire it.

OUR PRIZE ESSAYS. 

We announced to the Society, at one of its sittings, that the 
Committee, of which H. G. S. Key, Esq., was chairman, had 
made a report on the Tobacco Essays submitted to them, inac- 
cordance with the terms offered in the Farmer, and that Col. 
W. W. W. Bowie, of Prince George’s, was the successful com- 
petitor, and was, therefore, entitled to the prize plate of $30, 
which ad been accordingly presented to him. The committee 
speak in high terms of the other essays, and as worthy of being 
presented to the public, through the pages of the Farmer. We 
also announced that the Committee on Essays on Farm Build- 
ings, of which Wilson M. Cary, Esq., was chairman, had re+ 
ported in part, that the number and very ably written papers 
which had been presented for the prize of $50, rendered it 
necessary that more deliberate attention and examination 
should be given to them than it was possible to bestow during 
their attendance at the Exhibition, and asked for further time. 

‘The following note has subsequently been received from the 
Chairman of the Committee: 

Ocroser 30, 1849. 

Mr. Sanps: It is due to you, and the essayists on 
the subject of farm buildings, to account for the 
failure of the judges to award the premium at the 
late meeting ot the Society. The essays (eight in 
number) came into the hands of the judges (only two 
of whom were then in attendance) on the first day of 
the Fair. A very cursory examination satisfied the 
judges that much care and labor had been expended 
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in the preparation of most of these essays, and they 
were at once compelled to admit the impossibility of 
doing justice, in the short time afforded them, either 
to the evident merit of the essayists or to your own 
spirited and highly commendable design.

The following is the report of the Committee appointed to 
examine the Essays on the Cultivation of Tobacco : 

At the meeting of the Society on Tuesday last, 
and up to yesterday, the only two attending mem- 
bers of the original committee on Prize Essays on 
the Culture of Tobacco, were much embarrassed by 
the absence of the other member, whose ability and 
experience Mr. Sands had provided for the examin- 
ation of the Essays. By the authority of Mr. Sands 
the con.mittee was filled up by the chairman with 
the additional names of Col. Geo. W. Hughes, Col. 
John D. Bowling and W. C. Calvert. With this ex- 
planation and excuse for the absence of that full and 
critical examination that was due to the subject, the 
committee then organised, proceeded to a careful 
perusal of the four Essays submitted, and must say 
that while duty requires them to award the premi- 
um, they recommend the whole, so far as they are 

confined to the culture, &c. of tobacco, as Essays 
well worthy of the attention and perusal of those 
who are employed in that branch of agriculture. 
The committee perused the Essay on the culture of 
tobacco on those rich lands of Virginia, so long dis- 
tinguished for the production of first rate chewing 
tobacco, it was evidently an Essay of great merit, 
and contained much that will be highly appreciated 
by the Maryland Planter; and perhaps with less pre- 
judice of early education, and the aid of the distin- 
guished Virginian placed on the original committee, 
it might have attained the premium. But the com- 
mittee do, with great diffidence of their ability to do 
justice from the limited time left after their organi- 
zation for examining the four Essays, award the

Draining Tiles and Pipe.—Among the articles exhibited at 
the late Maryland State Fair, and which attracted especial at- 
tention, was a sample of draining tiles and pipes, presented by 
the Hon. John Delafield, of Geneva, N. ¥Y. ‘The machine up- 
on which these tiles were produced is Scragg’s Patent Tile 
Machine,” one of which was imported from England by the 
gentleman above named, solely for the benefit of American 
Agriculture, and upon its arrival, was placed in the hands of an 
earthen-ware manufacturer, that its utility might be demon- 
strated and its products diffused through the neighboring coun- 


try. Pipes of 1,134,2,2, 3, 5 and 6 inches bore, and horse‘ 


shoe tiles Ming 23f and 4 inches, with soles to match, are 
made upon the machine at a cost said not to equal the gather- 
ing and hauling of stone to fill drains. If such be the fact, 
its value in parts of the country where proper draining stone 
is not abundant is incalculable.

Gas house lime is obtained from oyster shells, 
and is used to cleanse the carburetted hydrogen 
(the gas used for light) from sulphuretted hydro- 
gen, (that which is so easily recognized by its 
smell in the neighborhood of the gas house.) ‘This 
lime always contains a proportion of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, depending on the quantity of sulphur in 
the coal from which the gas is made. 

When exposed to the atmosphere the sulphuret- 
ted hydrogen (hydro-sulphuric acid) loses one of 
its elements and becomes converted into sulphur. 
The sulphur thus formed, by further exposure to 
the air becomes changed into sulphurous acid, and 
whilst in this state would rapidly evaporate, but 
lime being at hand it unites with it, forming a salt 
of lime, called sulphate of lime. On more prolong- 
ed exposure, the sulphurous acid becomes changed 
into sulphuric acid, (oil of vitriol) unites to the 
lime which is present, and forms sulphate of lime, 
(sypsum.) : . 

here not being a sufficient quantity of sulphur 
present to make enough of sulphuric acid to unite 
a all of the lime, a part remains as carbonate of 
ime. 

It will be seen from the above short description 
of the processes going on in gas house lime, that at 
certain periods we have in it, Ist, sulphurretted hy- 
drogen; 2d, free sulphur, 3d, sulphite of lime; 4th, 
sulphate of lime; and 5th, carbonate of lime, at 
one and the same time. Phosphate of lime is al- 
ways present, and undergoes no change. 

When it has been exposed for some time, we 
then only have in it gypsum, air-slaked lime, and 
the phosphate of lime. Should this lime be applied 
when first from the gas house, after being used to 
purify gas made from coal containing a large pro- 
portion of sulphur, its action will be as follows: 
whilst the sulphur remains unchanged, the usual 
effects of lime will be produced; when it becomes 
converted into sulphurous acid, it will not only 
counteract the good effects of the lime, but destroy 
all vegetation; when the sulphurous acid becomes 
changed into sulphuric acid, then from the forma- 
tion of gypsum the effects of it superadded to air- 
slaked lime will be experienced. Gypsum, as has 
been demonstrated by Liebig, is decomposed by con- 
tact with ammonia of the at:nosphere, one of its 
elements uniting itself to it, thereby fixing it; in 
other words destroying its volatility; but its use 
does not stop here: it also affords sulphur, which is 
absolutely necessary to the formation of the nutritious 
part of all substances used as food by men or animals. 

That the above will be the effects of gas house 
lime, under certain conditions, there can be no 
doubt. It contains sulphuretted hydrogen. This 
sulphuretted hydrogen must become converted into 
sulphur; this must and does become converted into 
sulphurous acid; but sulphurous acid and its salts 


.| we have the highest authority for saying, will ‘‘even 


in very minute quantities destroy all vegetation,” 
(Christisan on Poisons, p. 750;) and I am assured 
by a gentleman of the highest authority, that the 
application of from thirty to fifty bushels destroyed 
one crop—that after that it acted well. 

I have also known the plants in a green house 
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destroyed by fumigations of sulphur, sulphurous 
acid being formed. When sulphurous acid is form- 
ed in the house lime, as formed it must be, 

psum at the same time comes into existence, and 
we will have its action and that of air-slaked lime 
manifest, provided the soil to which it is applied 
be deficient in sulphates and lime. 

What quantity of sulphuretted hydrogen or free 
sulphur must exist in the gas house lime at the time 
of its application sufficient to produce deleterious 
effects, os not been as yet determined. There is 
the same poverty of exact knowledge in relation to 
it as unfortunately there is in regard to other sub- 
stances used as manures. The specimen marked 
No. 2, containing nearly one per cent. of free sul- 

hur, was applied at the rate of about one hundred 
Pushels to the acre, on growing wheat, last winter, 
by a gentleman of Talbot county, whose statements 
can be implicitly relied on, with very good results; 
not the slightest injury was experienced. We thus 
have one fact, and that is, that gas house lime con- 
taining (.90) equal to nine-tenths of one per cent. 
of sulphur, when used as a top dressing to wheat 
in the winter, is beneficial. 

The injurious effects which have resulted from 
its application, and its known properties, admonish 
us, however, when ignorant oF its exact composi- 
tion, not to apply it to a growing crop, nor to a soil 
that is to be immedictely cultivated; that when con- 
taining a large proportion of sulphur, to apply it to 
a soil abounding in weeds, which are pests to culti- 
vation; and to meadows sometimes before seeding 
them to destroy all grasses likely to injure the hay 
crop. We can also safely say, that when applied 
to a soil deficient in sulphates and lime, that the 
combined effects of gypsum and common oyster 
shell lime will be experienced. When its compo- 
sition is unknown, it should be applied to the sur- 
face one season before the crop is planted. 

The numerous enquiries made of me lately by 
letter and otherwise in relation to gas house lime, 
must be m apology for dwelling on it so much at 
length. ith a few brief remarks, I will bring 
this paper to a conclusion. 

From the above analyses the great difference in 
the various lime used indiscriminately for agricul- 
tural purposes, can be seen at a glance—some con- 
taining forty per cent. of magnesia, and some none 
—some containing near ten per cent of gypsum, 
and some none—some having twice as much lime 
as others, and no magnisia. If every, soil was ex- 
actly alike, could it be possible that ¢ach of these 
limes would be equally beneficial to it? If the oys- 
ter shell lime should be the best application, see 
what a loss would be incurred by the application 
of Schuylkill lime, No. 1, containing not half as 
much. If on the other hand this lime (the Schuyl+- 
kill) should be the best, (as it is for some soils 
consider the loss in applying oyster shell lime, wi 
holding forty per cent. of magnesia. 

But when we remember that many soils contain 
an abundance of magnesia, and some scarcely any, 
the loss in applying to the first a lime containing 
more than fifty per cent. of what is already present 
in sufficient abundance, is greatly increased. The 
same remark is equally true in relation to the soil 
—t a mere trace of magnesia, when we ap- 
ply to it lime also containing none. In each case 
our expense receives no remuneration, our efforts 
at improvement useless; we labor in vain. That 
many soils have an abundance of magnesia, and 
some a mere trace, is an unquestionable fact. That 





; ———= 
the limes used for agricultural purposes have the 
same difference in composition, is a truth beyond 
cavil. Now, how can those limes be economi 
applied by one ignorant of their composition, anj 
ignorant of the composition of the soil? How can 
we arrive at the constituents of each? How ean 
this knowledge, necessary, absolutely necessary, be 
obtained but ty an analysis, both of the lime which 
we apply, and of the soil to which it is applied? 

When it is remembered that magnesia is as equal- 
ly necessary to constitute a good soil as any other 
one substance whatsoever, and that being absent 
or deficient, it must be supplied, how can its ab- 
sence or deficiency be known without a chemical 
analysis of the soil? And even when this is ascer 
tained, how can the right lime be applied without 
an analysis of it to see whether or not it contains 
magnesia? Let a soil containing an abundance of 
magnesia, but deficient in lime, be treated with the 
Schuylkill, Reading or New York lime. The quav- 
tity of lime in these varieties will doubtless increase 
the crop and permanently improve the land, but 
how immeasurably greater would have been the 
benefit from oystcr shell lime, or Baltimore lime, 
or gas house lime? We know that many sensible 
practical men, purchase Schuylkill lime when they 
would not have our common lime if given to them, 
only because by experiment they have found out 
the value of one and the worthlessness of the other 
to their soil. Many again in the same way hare 
found out the superiority of oyster shell lime to all 
others; should not the expense incurred by experi- 
ment have been saved to them? This knowledge 
would have been afforded, and it should have been 
done. The whole aim of the application of manura 
being the greatest yield in crops from the smallest out- 
lay of money, it is not enough for a farmer to know 
that the application of a particular substance dots 
well, he should not be satisfied unless he knows that 
it is the best for his particular soil which can le 
used. That different substances when applied iv- 
discriminately to all soils, must be productive o! 
disappointment and loss, is so apparent that I shal 
not pursue the subject any farther. In the applic« 
tion of millions of bushels of lime, decidedly dif- 
fering in their composition, upon soils equally dit 
ferent from each other, with no rule to guide, no 
law to direct, an hundred times more money is al- 
nually lost to the agricultural interests of the state 
than the amount of all the applications ever made 
for its benefit. 

If in the performance of the duties of the present 
office, nothing else was shown but the knowledge o 
the proper adaptation of particular varieties of 
lime to particular soils, then the State would derive 
an hundred times more benefit from it than the cost 
has been for its maintenanee. I will not now say 
more on this subject. Axioms require no demot 
stration—self-evident truths need no proof. — 

In the next number of the Farmer, I will lay 
some other facts of equal interest and practical 
importance before the public.

For the past month’s transactions in Tobacco and 
Grain, we note no change in prices, though large 
eve of tobacco exchanged hands, at fair rates. 

stock of tobacco in first hands is much smaller 
than it has been for any corresponding period of the 
ear, for many years; but prices remain unchanged, 
ving been uniform during the last month, and 
about the same as prices in September. We were 
in hopes that the restoration of peace in Europe, and 
the anticipated shortness of the crops grown this 
year, would have had the effect to enhance the value 
of tobacco; but our hopes have not been as yet 
fully realized. 

Good and fine qualities of Marylanc. Tobacco sell 
readily at from $6 to $9; middling, $4 to $5; and 
common, 2! to 3 and 33; gro. leaf, $4 to $9. 
Wheat, $1 to 1.05; white, $1.06 to 1.13. White 
Cora, 61 to 63; yellow, 64 to G5c. Rye, 57 to 58c. 
Oats, 28 to 30c. 


Flowr, Howard street, $5; rye flour, $3.37 a 3.50. 
Cattle, beef, 1400 head offered on Monday, of which
